OW that straw berry time is with 
us again a recipe for the delect­ 
able straw berry shortcake will 
be welcomed by every housewife. 
Strawberry Shortcaka. 
Three cupfuls flour, two teaspoonfuls 
cream of tartar, one teaspoonful soda, 
one teaspoonful salt, one egg, one and 
one-quarter cupfuls milk, one-half cup- 
fnl shortening. Bake in a cake tin, 
smoothing 
dough 
out 
w ith 
spoon. 
When done split and butter top and 
bottom and set aside to cool. Wash and 
bull two boxes straw berries. Slightly 
mash one boxful; cut the berries of the 
other box in halves w ith scissors. The 
mashed strawberries are put between 
the cake, the others put on top of the 
cake, on which is a thick layer of 
whipped cream. H alf the quantity may 
be used for a small fanjlly. 
Below is given a recipe for pickle, 
that toothsome dnlnty which piques a 
jaded appetite: 
Cabbage Piokla. 
Take sufficient cabbage to fill a two 
fallón Jar. Small, compact heads are 
best for pickles. The cabbuge should be 
quartered and tied up to prevent the 
leaves from falling apart and cooked 
well hi unit w ater until tender. Drain, 
and when cold press out all the brine. 
Cover them completely with cider vine­ 
gar und allow’ them to stand for several 
days or even a week. 
When ready to make the plekle, tuke 
one gallon of vinegar, In which boil two 
ounces of turmeric, two ouucea of cin­ 
namon, n few pieces of sliced ginger 
foot, one-quarter of a pound of white 
Bustard s<>ed, one ounce of celery seed, 
two pounds of brown sugar and half n 
fapful of iuude mustard. Squeeze the 
cabbage carefully out of the first vine- 
far and remove the tang. 
Pour over 
them the boiling hot spiced and swoet- 
»ed vinegar. Use in three weeks.

The first indictment against hnd air 
abows thut an increase in tem perature 
beyond the normal 70 degrees pro 
duces serious derangement of the vaso­ 
motor mechanism of the body, result- 
ing In a rise of temperature, increased 
pulse and a lowered blood pressure, 
with a corresponding decrease iu effi­ 
ciency, both physical and mental. 
In 
uddltion to this, overheating conducen 
to an undesirable congestion 
of the 
mucous membranes of the nose, thus 
possibly paving the way for colds, sore 
throats and attacks of various germ 
diseases. 
The work of the commission also 
proves that chemical accumulations in 
the air as a result of air stagnation 
lirltig about a decreased appetite for 
food, wbleh, In turn, must have an un- i 
favorable effect 011 the entire body. I 
In the commission’s experiments the 
people living In fresh air ate 4% to 13 
per cent more than those living in stag­ 
nant ulr. 
“These experiments,” says Professor 
Winslow, “indicate that fresh Hlr is 
needed nt all times and in nil places. 
While we have changed our ideas as 
to what canses bad uir, ventilation is 
Just as essential to remove heat pro­ 
duced by human bodies as it was ouee 
thought to be to remove the carbon 
dioxide produced liy human lungs, and 
it is now proved also to lie essential for 
carrying away chemical products which 
exert u measurable effect upon the ap­ 
petite for food. 
People who live and 
work in overheated aud unventilated 
rooms are reducing their vitality and 
rendering themselves an easy prey to 
all sorts of diseases.”

Problems W ith Which Iron and Steal 
Exparts Are Wrectling. 
This age of steel has roused a world 
wide battle w ith rust, and more chem­ 
ists and other experts are studying pos­ 
sible weapons for this battle than are 
busy on almost any oilier industrial 
problem. Concrete owes much of its 
present growth to the difficulty of pro­ 
tecting steel and iron against rust. 
Absolutely pure iron will hot rust, 
and fairly pure iron will rust only 
slowly. One way, therefore, is to Im­ 
prove the grade of iron, aud manufac­ 
turers now’ sell iron that is guaranteed 
to w ithstand rust for considerable pe­ 
riods. It is possible, though expensive, 
to purify iron completely by electricity, 
and electrolytic iron, as it is called, 
may before long be common commer­ 
cially. 
Surface coats of protection are. how­ 
ever. the favorite methods of today, 
and many such coatings have api»eiired 
lately. The latest one Is a metal coat 
th at can be applied on an iron or steel 
structure nfter it has been erected in 
much the same way that paint is ap­ 
plied. 
Finely powdered m etals—such 
as tin, lead or zinc, or all three in 
proper proportion—are mixed in oil and 
pointed ou the bridge or column or 
other structure that needs protection. 
Then the painted surface is heated by 
a hand torch or in whatever way is 
most convenient. 
The oil burns away, and the pow­ 
dered metal melts, but does not run. 
As tbe metal cools It takes a tight grip 
on tbe iron surface aud forms a tin or 
olloy coat, which stops rust.—Saturday 
Evening Poet. 


Selecting the Golf Ball. 
Tbe small heavy ball will go fnrther 
than tbe lighter or larger ball for tbe 
player who can hit It extremely hard 
owing to Its less resistance from the 
air. 
Because of its weight and small 
size It can bore Its way through the air 
almost like a bullet. 
Iu the case of a 
lady or a very light hitter I firmly be­ 
lieve they will get much le tte r results 
with tbe lurge light ball slnoe because 
of its greater resiliency it will get the 
maximum distance from a much lighter 
blow. 
So my advice would lie for n 
light hitter to use the light ball, the 
average hitter the medium weight and 
the bard hitter the heavy ball.—Outing.

After denouncing 
the strife raging in Europe and de­ 
claring that all wars are waged for 
selfish 
ends, 
he 
directs pointed 
sbafu at 
those 
who advocate pre­ 
paredness as the best Insurance for 
peace. 
He 
aflbo 
praises President 
Wilson’s efforts for peace. 
The statem ent follows: ' 
“The conflict 
now raging in Eu­ 
rope has 
been 
described as the 
‘causeless 
w ar/ 
but since no one 
would be bold 
enough 
to lay the 
blame for such an unholy situation 
upon an overruling Providence, it 
m ust find its origin in acts for which 
man and man alone is responsible. 
"It is not a race war; on the con­ 
trary the races are quite inexplic­ 
ably mixed. 
Latin joins with Saxon; 
the Frank is the ally of the Slav; 
while in the opposing ranka Teuton 
and Turk fight side by side. 
“Neither is it a religious war. 
On 
the Bosphorus 
the 
Croes and the 
Crescent 
make 
common 
cause. 
Protestant Kaiser and Catholic Em­ 
peror have linked their fortunes to­ 
gether and hurl their veteran legiona 
against an army in which are indis­ 
criminately mingled 
communicants 
of the Greek Church, of the Church 
of Rome and of the Church of Eng­ 
land. 
“ Nor yet Is It a rivalry between 
families. 
The leading actors in thlB 
unprecedented tragedy 
are related 
by blood, but kinship seéms to be a 
negligible factor— it explains neith­ 
er friendship nor enmities.

guilty 
in 
the present inquiry.

"The individual makes this maxim 
his excuse for violating three com­ 
mandments 
th at 
stand in hie way. 
Thia maxim also leads nations to vio­ 
late these 
same 
three command­ 
ments, for the same purpose but on 
a larger 
scale. 
Strange 
that men 
should fail to apply to nations the 
m oral principles 
which are now so 
generally applied to the Individual 
unit of a nation. 
“The tendency is to condemn the 
violation of these 
commandments, 
not in proportion to the injury dne, 
but rather 
in inverse 
proportion. 
No one will dispute the validity of 
the injunction against covetousness 
as long as the object coveted is of 
little value or not greatly desired; 
but the last and all inclusive speci­ 
fication vix. 
‘Or anything th at 
Is 
thy neighbor*** Is sometimes inter­ 
preted by nations to except a neigh­ 
bor’s vineyard or a neighbor’s te rri­ 
tory. 
Covetousness turns to m ight 
as the prlclple to be Invoked and the 
greater the 
unlawful 
desire, 
the 
firmer the faith in the false principle. 
“Conquest Is the word used to des­ 
cribe the means employed for 
se­ 
curing the 
thing deslrsd, 
If 
the 
force is employed by a nation, and 
conquest violates ths commandments 
—thou sh&lt not steal and thon shalt 
not kill. 
“ But what sophistry can 
rulers 
convince 
themselves, 
that 
while 
petit larceny 
is 
criminal, 
grand 
larceny is patriotic; that while it is 
reprehensible for one man 
to 
kill 
another for his money, it is glorious 
for one nation to put to the sword the 
inhabitants of another 
nation 
in 
order to extend boundaries? 
“It is a mockery of moral distinc­ 
tions to hang one man for taking the 
life of another, either for money or 
in revenge, and than make a hero of 
another man who watches ‘through 
slaughter to a throne, and shuts the 
doors of mercy on m ankind/ 
“As in the case of the individual, 
the violation of the commandments 
— thou shalt not covet— thou shalt 
not steal—and thou shalt not kill, 
are usually traceable to the violation 
of the first and great commandment 
— thou shalt have no other Gods be­ 
fore me— that Is to the putting of 
self before service of the Creator. 
“The violation of these command- 
menta by nations Is not always but 
usually due to selflshneee— the p u t­ 
ting of supposed 
m aterial 
advan­ 
tages before obedience to the Divine 
law. 
‘‘War Is occasionally altruistic In 
purposo and the soldier nlwsyt ex­ 


hibits unselfishness of a high order, 
but as a rulo, eonfllets are waged for 
selfUh ends 
“The Individual 
finds 
th et 
Je­ 
hovah’s justice cannot 
be 
evaded; 
for wrong doing works its own pun­ 
ishment on the wrong doer in 
the 
form of perverted character— even 
when he escapes the penalties o f hu­ 
man law. 
The nation is as 
power­ 
le s s to repeal or to ignore with im­ 
punity the laws of 
God— “Though 
hand join in hand those shalt not be 
unpunished.* 
“If I have made It olear that the 
doctrine that might makes right is 
the most common cause of war, we 
may pass to the conaideratlon of a 
maxim quite sure to be 
applied in 
war. namely, that 
‘like cure* like'I 
the theory upon 
which 
retaliation 
rests. 
‘T h e two are so closely allied that 
it is almost inevitable 
that 
those 
who endorse the form er will resort 
to the 
latter—one 
represents 
the 
spirit of evil, the other 
its 
most 
fam iliar manifestation. 
Retaliation 
is rivalry 4n wrong doing— a 
neck 
and neck race toward ths bottomless 
pit. 
And yet there are tnauy 
be­ 
lievers in the gospel of force who 
have brought them selvestothink that 
cruelty could be cured by greater 
cruelty— that the only way to win 
an antagonist away from inhuman 
acts is to surpass hint in inhumani­ 
ties. 
Absurdity of absurdities. 
“But might must find a pretext for 
arming Itself; and w’hat is the pre­ 
text? 
There was a time when men 
openly advocated war as a thing to 
be desired; commended it to each 
generation as a sort of tonic to tone 
up the moral system and prevent de­ 
generacy, but we have passed 
that 
day. 
"Now, all Join in the chorus 
for 
peace. 
And how, according 
to the 
jingoes, shall peace be insured? ‘By 
preparedness* say these sons of Mars. 
Prepare all, prepare and equip your­ 
selves with the most modern 
Im­ 
plements of destruction; arm, drill, 
get ready and then stand with finger 
on a hair-trigger musket and p re ­ 
serve peace— yes, preserve it until 
some one, by accident 
or 
design, 
gives the signal. 
Then fall 
upon 
each other 
with cries 
for 
blood. 
Preparedness is the kindling; 
op­ 
portunity is the match. 
"W e dare not trust the peace of 
the world to those who spend their 
time in getting ready for wars which 
.should 
never 
come. 
Half 
the 
energy employed in 
preparing 
for 
war would effectually prevent wrar if 
used In propagating the principles 
which make for peace. 
“Intead of preventing 
war, 
pre­ 
paredness provokes war because it 
is impossible to coerce 
the 
people 
into bearing the 
burdens 
incident 
to Increasing and 
continuous 
pre­ 
paration without cultivating hatred 
as if it 
were 
a 
national 
virtue. 
There must be some 
one 
to fear; 
some other preparing 
nation 
that 
must be represented as plotting for 
war. 
“Hate sets up sham standards of 
honor and converts every wound into 
a festering 
*ore; 
hate 
misunder­ 
stands; 
hate 
m isinterprets; 
hate 
maligns 
its 
supposed 
adversary, 
while every contractor, every battle­ 
ship builder 
and 
m anufacturer of 
munitions of war applauds. 
"How can 
preparedness 
prevent 
war if all prepare? 
Each step taken 
by one nation toward more oomplete 
preparedness excites the 
other 
na­ 
tions to additional 
purchases 
and 
new levies until all have exhausted 
their productive industries and men­ 
aced their moral progress. 
“The doctrine 
that 
preparedness 
will prevent w ar will not stand the 
test of logic and the conflagration in 
Europe shows 
that 
it 
fails 
when 
tested by experience. 
“If any nation 
is without egcuse 
for entering into a mad rivalry with 
the belligerent nations 
In 
prepara­ 
tion for war, it is the United States. 
We are protected on either 
side by 
thousands of miles 
of ocean 
and 
tliis possession is worth more to us 
than any number of battlehips. 
We 
have an additional protection in the 
fact, known to everyone 
that 
we 
have the men with whom 
to 
form 
an army of defense if we are 
ever 
attacked and it is known 
also that 
we have the money too, more money 
than we ever would have had 
if all 
the surplus 
earnings of the 
people 
had been Invested in armament. We 
not only do not need additional pre­ 
paration, but we are 
fortunate 
in 
not having it since 
it seems impos­ 
sible for a nation 
to hav© w hat Is 
called preparedness, 
without having 
along with It a disposition to use its 
preparedness 
on 
the 
slightest 
provocation. 
“Th0 leading participants in the 
present war are the 
nations 
that 
were best prepared and 
I 
fear it 
would have been difficult for ua to 
keep out of this war if we had been 
as well prepared as they. 
“Happily for our nation that we 
have in the W hile 
House 
at the 
present tim e a president 
who 
be­ 
lieves In setting the whole world a 
good example Instead 
of 
following 
the bad example which 
it 
sets In 
this m atter. 
W hat an 
unspeakable 
misfortune It would have been, if In 
such an hour as this, the nation had 
been under 
the 
leadership 
of 
a 
president 
inflamed 
by 
the 
false 
philosophy 
which 
has 
plunaad 
Europe into the abyss of w ar/’
